Major  Activity  in  1979 
Although  four  States  were  added  during 
1979,  there  was  7.3%  decrease  in  the 
number  of  requests  received  to  48,000 
requests,  as  compared  to  1978. 

Increased  requests  were  registered  over 
1978  in  two  regions: 

— 3.8%  in  the  Northwest  Intermoun- 
tain Region 

— a whopping  31.1%  in  the  Western 
Region.

The  total  number  of  completions  was  down 
from  1978,  but  the  completion  rate  in- 
creased from  73.4%  to  75.1%. 

Two  trends  continued  in  1979: 

— The  loan  of  hardcopy  volumes 
in  lieu  photocopy  continued 
to  increase,  to  6.1%  of  the 
total  filled,  compared  to  5% 
the  previous  year. 


— Percentage  of  titles  searched 
went  to  1.7%  from  2.2%  in 
1978,  perhaps  a sign  of  better 
citations  and  familiarity  with 
the  journals.

Costs  were  up  slightly,  although  not 
near  the  country's  inflation  rate.  The 
average  cost  of  a transaction  received 
was  $2.75  in  1979  compared  to  $2.40  in 
1978;  the  average  cost  per  transaction 
completed  was  $3.67  over  $3.27  the 
previous  year.  Average  costs  were  up  in 
all  regions  except  in  the  Western.

Egg  Research  and  Consumer  Information  Amendments  of  1980.  H.R.  6285.  Amend- 
ments reported  f rom  Agr  i cu  I ture  Corrmittee  February  13,  1980;  Rept.  96-752; 

House  passed,  under  suspension  of  rules,  February  19,  1980;  referred  to  Senate 
Agriculture,  Nutrition  and  Forestry  February  29,  1980. 

Emergency  Agricultural  Credit  Adjustment  Act.  H.R.  6291  [S.  2269].  Amends  the 
Act  of  1978  and  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Charter  Act  to  extend  and  in- 
crease certain  agricultural  loan  programs.  House  Agriculture  Committee 
reported  H.R.  6291  February  22,  1980;  H.  Rept.  96-782;  Senate  Agriculture, 
Nutrition  and  Forestry  Committee  reported  S.  2269  February  25,  1980; 

S.  Rept.  96-591. 

Federal  Crop  Insurance.  S.  1125  [H.R.  4119].  Provides  comprehensive  all-risk 
insurance  to  every  American  farmer;  provides  for  a 150  percent  increase  on  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation;  for  cooperation  with 
private  insurers;  and  for  a two  year  phase  out  of  the  disaster  payments 
program.  Senate  Agriculture,  Nutrition  and  Forestry  Committee  reported  S.  1125 
July  20,  1979;  S.  Rept.  96-254;  passed  Senate  September  10,  1979.  House 
Agriculture  reported  H.R.  4119  September  13,  1979;  H.  Rept.  96-430;  passed 
House  February  13,  1980;  House  subsequently  vacated  action  passed  S.  1125 
amended  in  lieu  with  language  of  H.R.  4119.  Asked  for  a conference  and 
appointed  conferees,  February  13,  1980. 

Target  Prices.  H.R.  3398.  Amends  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1977  to  provide 
in  conformity  with  the  President's  ant i - i nf  I at  i on  guidelines,  increases  of  7% 
in  target  prices  for  wheat  and  feed  grains.  The  target  prices  for  grain 
sorghums  and  barley  would  be  adjusted  to  such  levels  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  deems  fair  and  reasonable  in  relation  to  corn.  House  and  Senate 
agreed  to  conference  report  March  4,  1980.  Bill  enrolled. 

AQUACULTURE 

Rational  Aquaculture  Act  of  1979.  S.  1650.  Provides  for  the  development  of 
aquaculture  in  the  United  States.  S.  1650  was  introduced  and  referred  jointly 
to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Nutrition,  and  Forestry  and  Commerce,  Science, 
and  Transportation.  joint  hearings  were  held  October  30,  1979,  on  S.1408  and 
S.  1650.  Pending  in  Committee. 

Rational  Fishery  Development  Act.  S.  1656.  Provides  for  a national  program  of 
fisheries  research  and  development.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  trans- 
fer to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  each  fiscal  year,  an  amount  equal  to  30 
percent  of  the  gross  receipts  from  duties  collected  under  the  customs  laws  on 
fishery  products  to  be  used  in  carrying  out  fisheries  development  projects. 
Reported  in  Senate  November  28,  1979;  S.  Rept.  96-431;  passed  Senate  December  5 
and  referred  to  House  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  Committee  December  6,  1979.
